Madam  Chairman, and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary r  renditions 
of  the  Borough  during  1968. 


Although  the  Registrar  General  only  estuB&'iod  that  the  popuj.a l-j.c .• 
had  risen  by  50  over  the  year  there  were  in  fact  200  more  births  than 
deaths.  The  birth  rate  continues  below  the  average  Lor  England  and  T/ale-3 
and  the  death  rate  is  higher  than  the  national  average. 


Thanks  to  a  very  sharp  outbreak  oi  measles  the  incidence  cf  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  rose  considerably.  There  has  been  a  change  in  the  legisla¬ 
tion  concerning  the  notification  of  infections,  and  one  new  disease  which 
becomes  generally  notifiable  is  infective  hepatitis.  The  Council  had 
already  asked  for  this  disease  to  be  made  notifiable  locally  but  this  was 
not  granted  in  view  of  the  forthcoming  general,  legislation. 


Considerable  development  in  slum  clearance  has  taken  place  during 
the  year,  and  new  dwellings  with  modem  amenities  are  replacing  the  old 
back  to  back  property.  Extension  has  also  been  made  in  the  smoke  control 
programme,  in  a  further  effort  to  improve  the  environmental  conditions  in 

the  Borough. 

The  report  deals  with  these  matters  in  detail,  and  much  of  that 
section  referring  to  the  environmental  conditions  has  been  written  by  Mr 
Foster,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  whom  my  very  sincere  thanks 
are  due,  not  only  for  the  report,  but  also  for  his  leadership  of  an 
excellent  team  looking  after  the  whole  sanitary  state  of  the  Borough. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  of 
the  Corporation  for  their  help  from  time  to  time  and  to  you  Madam  Chair¬ 
man  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  your  enthusiastic  interest  in  all 
matters  concerned  with  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  your  help  and  fore- 
bearance  during  the  years.

The  Borough  consists  of  the  three  townships  of  Pudsey,  Parsley 
and  Calverley  and  is  mainly  industrial,  the  chief  employment  being  in  the 
woollen  textile  and  engineering  industries.  During  the  year  there  lias 
been  a  fairly  high  level  of  employment.  Although  many  Commonwealth  immi¬ 
grants  are  employed  in  the  textile  industry  in  the  Borough*  only  a  few 
live  within  the  boundaries,  most  coming  from  Bradford. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  seven  wards. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  were  596  live  births  (312  boys  and  284  girls)  during  the 
year  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the  Borough  compared  with  621  in  1967* 
The  live  birth  rate  was  15*9  por  thousand  of  the  population,  but  when 
adjusted  to  allow  for  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population  the 
comparative  figure  is  15»1  per  thousand  against  a  national  birth,  rate  of 
16.9.  Thirty-seven  of  the  live  births  were  illegitimate  equivalent  to 
6.2  per  cent.  There  were  in  addition  9  stillbirths  (7  male  2  female)  one 
of  which  was  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of  14*9  por  thou¬ 
sand  total  births,  which  is  slightly  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 
Eight  infants  died  soon  after  birth  giving  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  28 
per  thousand  total  births.  A  further  4  infants  died  before  reaching  their 
first  birthday,  so  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  somewhat  higher 
than  that  for  the  whole  country. 


396  residents  (204  male  192  female)  died  during  the  year  giving  a 
death  rate  of  10.6  per  thousand  of  the  population  This  shews  am  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  situation  in  1967  when  the  figures  were  421  deaths  and  a  rate 
of  11.3  per  thousand.  However,  when  the  rate  is  adjusted  for  comparative 
purposes  it  rises  to  12.1  which  is  above  the  national  rate  of  11. 9* 


I  have  prepared  a  table  which  analyses  the  causes  of  death  in  the  two 
sexes,  and  the  ages  at  which  death  occurred.  Prom  this  it  will  be  noted  that 
almost  half  of  the  female  deaths  occurred  at  75  years  of  age  or  over,  whereas 
the  same  proportion  of  male  deaths  include  those  oi  65  and  over.  This  picture 
of  the  relative  longevity  of  women  reflects  itself  in  both  housirp  and  other 
social  services  where  the  needs  of  the  elderly  widow,  often  living  alone, 
have  to  be  carefully  considered  in  planning  the  services. 


Heart  diseases  again  head  the  list  of  causes  of  death  being  respon." 
sible  for  over  one  death  in  three,  by  far  the  great  majority  of  which  were 
due  to  coronary  heart  disease;  cancer  take  second  place  accounting  i.or  89 
deaths.  Approximately  one  male  death  in  ten  was  due  to  lung  cancer,  a 
similar  proportion  to  last  year.  There  was  no  such  single  type  of  maLignaut 
disease  preponderant  in  the  female  deaths. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth 
or  abortion.

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SECTION  11 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  BOROUGH 
LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 

Services  under  Part  111  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 
and  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  The  Borough  forms  part  of  the  County  Health  Division  No. 5  and. 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Clinic  Services  are  provided  at  six  centres :- 

St.  Lawrence  House,  Pudsey  Park;  (ante-natal,  infant  welfare, 
cervical  cytology,  chiropody) . 

Farfield  House,  Farsley  (ante-natal,  infant  welfare,  chiropody). 

Chapel  Street,  Calverley  (ante-natal,  infant  welfare,  chiropody). 

Cringleber,  Bradford  Road,  Thombury  (ante -natal  relaxation, 
infant  welfare) . 

Tyersal  (Mobile  Clinic)  (infant  welfare) . 

Richardshaw  Lane  (school  health  and  dental). 

The  ambulance  service  operates  from  Westroyd,  Farsley,  but  since 
the  vehicles  are  radio-controlled,  all  calls  are  made  through  the  County 
Ambulance  H.Q,. ,  Birkenshaw, Bradford. 

A  report  on  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Health  Services  is  appended 
to  the  main  report. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

General  hospital  services  are  available  in  Leeds  and  Bradford. 

Geriatric  cases  are  usually  admitted  to  St. Luke's  Hospital, Bradford, 
or  St.  James  Hospital,  Leeds,  in  the  first  instance. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general  practitioner  maternity 
unit  at  Four  Gables,  Horsforth.  Consultant  obstetric  beds  are  at  St  ..Lukes 
Hospital,  Bradford,  or  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  which  also  provides  "Flying 
Squad"  services. 

Infectious  diseases  needing  hospital  admission  are  dealt  with  at 
Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds,  or  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Lab¬ 
oratory  Service  at  Bradford. 

Chemioal  examination  of  water,  milk  or  foods  is  undertaken  by  Messrs 
Richardson  and  Jaffe,  Bradford. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948  -  SECTION  47 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  apply  for  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  or  welfare  accommodation  of  any  person  who  was  unable 
to  look  after  themselves  and  not  receiving  care  from  others,  as  provided 
for  in  this  section  of  the  Act 
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SECTION  111 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  1968  the  legislation  affecting  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases  was  altered  on  two  occasions.  Towards  the  end  of  1967  ray  atten¬ 
tion  had  been  drawn  to  an  increase  in  the  occurrence  of  jaundice  in  the 
Borough,  and  the  Council  applied  to  the  Minister  of  Health  to  make  infective 
hepatitis,  which  was  responsible  for  the  condition,  a  locally  notifiable 
disease. 

Approval  for  this  was  not  granted  but  the  disease  became  generally 
notifiable  throughout  the  country  from  1st  July  1968.  The  second  change 
in  legislation  was  incorporated  in  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1968  which  were  made  under  the  Health  Service  and  Public  Health 
Act  1968  which  was  passed  during  the  summer.  These  regulations  removed  from 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  several  conditions  which  are  no  longer  of 
major  public  health  importance, but  included  cholera,  plague,  relapsing  fever, 
smallpox  and  typhus  which  are  notifiable  between  governments  by  international 
agreements,  and  twenty  others  which  are  of  special  importance  in  this 
country.  At  the  same  time  the  fee  for  notification,  which  had  been  unchanged 
for  over  thirty  years,  was  increased. 

Copies  of  the  Regulations  were  supplied  to  all  medical  practitioners 
in  the  Borough.  In  consequence  of  these  changes,  I  have  compared  incidence 
of  infection  over  the  years  only  in  respect  of  diseases  which  have  been 
notifiable  before  and  after  the  new  legislation. 

The  total  notifications  during  the  year  in  these  diseases  were  525 
of  which  487  were  cases  of  measles  compared  with  l62  and  127  respectively 

in  1967. 

Measles 

A  considerable  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  between  mid-March  and 
mid-June  with  over  400  cases  notified  in  thirteen  weeks.  Over  the  rest  of 
the  year  only  about  80  cases  were  reported,  and  none  occurred  after  the 
first  week  of  October.  The  early  cases  occurred  in  the  Fulneck  and  Chapel- 
town  wards  but  it  soon  spread  to  the  whole  of  the  Borough.  Initially 
children  who  had  just  started  school  were  involved,  but  their  younger 
brothers  and  sisters  became  infected.  Fortunately  the  vast  majority  of 
the  cases  were  relatively  mild,  and  no  serious  complications  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twelve  sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year 
all  but  two  being  school  children.  This  was  exactly  the  same  incidence  as  in 

1967. 

Whooping  Cough 

Thanks  to  the  effect  of  immunisation  procedure  against  this  disease 
it  is  now  relatively  rare,  only  four  cases  occurring  in  the  whole  twelve 
month  period 

Alimentary  Infections 

The  incidence  of  gas tro- intestinal  infections  was  very  low,  only 
two  cases  being  notified  compared  with  17  in  1967.  However,  one  case  of 
dysentery  continued  to  be  infected  for  a  long  period  despite  treatment. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

As  mentioned  above  this  disease  only  became  notifiable  in  July, but 
20  cases  were  notified  during  the  second  hald  of  the  year,  and  it  is 
probable  that  other  cases  occurred  which  did  not  cone  to  our  attention. 

The  illness  has  a  very  long  incubation  period,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  link 
cases  and  determine  the  source  of  infection.  It  is  thought-  to  be  caused 
by  a  virus,  but  this  has  not  been  identified  yet.  One  of  the  great  risks 
is  that  the  bloodstream  becomes  infected,  and  for  many  months  after  the 
illness  if  a  patient  was  a  blood  donor  there  would  be  a  risk  of  trans¬ 
mission  of  the  disease  in  this  way.  In  consequence  enquiries  are  made 
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about  this,  and  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  notified.  If  a  member  of 
the  family  of  a  patient  is  a  donor  similar  notification  is  made,  and  he 
is  not  called  up  until  a  long  interval  has  elapsed  to  prevent  any  risk 
of  spreading  a  mild  symptomless  infection. 

The  Borough  has  now  been  free  of  diphtheria  for  over  20  years  thanks 
largely  to  the  efficacy  of  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

.  We  have  likewise  been  free  of  poliomyelitis,  thanks  to  the  high 
response  of  parents  to  have  their  children  protected  by  the  simply  adminis¬ 
tered  oral  vaccine. 


Tuberculosis 

Only  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year, and  one  of  these  was  subsequently  proved  not  to  be  suffering  from 
the  disease.  This  is  the  lowest  incidence  we  have  had  for  many  years, 
there  being  5  cases  in  1 967 . 

The  register  of  all  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  con¬ 
tained  101  pulmonary  and  17  non- pulmonary  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year, a 
reduction  of  11  pulmonary  cases  over  the  period.

To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 

Madam  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  Department  for  the  year  1968  and  in  doing  so  we 
would  refer  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  29th  Annual  Report  I  have  presented 
in  this  connection. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  good  steady  progress  in  all  aspects 
of  the  work  of  the  department.  This  has  been  possible  because  a  full  staff 
complement  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  also  because  of  the 
most  helpful  understanding  of  the  problems  of  the  department  which  has  been 
evinced  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee.  I  am  most  grateful 
for  the  help  given  me  in  the  maintenance  of  progress  in  such  matters  as  Clean 
Air,  Slum  Clearance  and  Improvement  of  Properties  and  the  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal  service. 

I fir  Glynn  Padgett,  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned  his 
position  in  January  on  taking  up  a  similar  appointment  at  Morley  and  he  was 
replaced  by  the  appointment  of  Mr  B.  Snelson  from  Leeds  C.B.C, 

As  from  8th  January  1968  Miss  Christine  Durham  was  appointed  as  Junior 
Clerk,  an  appointment  which  has  proved  well  worth  while  because  of  the  addi¬ 
tional  work  which  had  to  be  undertaken  by  Mrs  Cummins  and  Mrs  Clarke. 

So  far  as  the  pupils  in  the  department  are  concerned,  Mr  C.J.  Harris 
successfully  completed  the  third  year  of  the  Course  for  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Diploma  and  Mr  I. A.  Fraser  successfully  completed  the  second  year 
of  the  same  course  and  was  awarded  an  Intermediate  Certificate.  During  the 
year  two  of  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  able  to  attend  the  Week¬ 
end  Study  Course  arranged  by  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  at 
Wentworth  Woodhouse  and  materially  gained  by  that  experience. 

I  consider  myself  fortunate  in  having  a  very  loyal  staff  and  I  would 
thank  in  particular  Mr  G.  Holmes,  my  Deputy,  Mrs  Cummins,  Chief  Clerk  and  Mi’ 

W.  Hodgkinson,  General  Foreman  (Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal)  for  the  work 
they  have  done  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  output  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

HOUSING  DUTIES 

The  SI  urn  Clearance  Provisional  Programme  approved  by  the  Council  in 
1955  was  satisfactorily  completed  and  additional  dwellinghouses  were  brought 
into  the  programme.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Borough  Council  in 
respect  of  dwellinghouses  in  Irwin  Street,  Farsley,  Providence  Street ,Farsley, 
Greaves  Yard, Pudsey,  Primrose  Hill,  Stanningley,  Richardshaw  Lane,Stanningley, 
Park  Row,  Stanningley,  Windmill  Hill,  Pudsey,  Royd  View,  Pudsey,  Crinbles 
Green,  Pudsey,  properties  in  Lowtown,  Pudsey,  Northcote  Street,  Farsley, South- 
cote  Street,  Farsley,  Lane  End,  Pudsey,  Sydney  Street,  Farsley. 

In  this  connection  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  Borough  Council  is  accept¬ 
ing  recommendations  I  have  previously  made  by  applying  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  wherever  it  is  reasonable  and  practicable  so  to  do. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  properties  several  dwellings  were 
dealt  with  by  individual  Demolition  Orders  or  Closing  Orders  and  the  tenants 
were  rehoused  by  the  Corporation. 

Confirmation  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  Clearance  Areas  (Conpulsory  Purchase  Orders)  included  in 
the  1967  programme.  These  included  dwellinghouses  in  Greenside, Pudsey,  Moss 
Row,  Pudsey,  Mount  Tabor  Street , Pudsey,  Crawshaw  Hill, Pudsey,  Bradford  Road 
Stanningley. 
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As  a  result  of  representations  from  the  owners  of  properties  in 
Calverley  Bridge  the  Committee  deferred  Clearance  Area  procedure  in  order 
to  enable  the  owners  to  submit  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  re-drainage, 
improvement  and  repair.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  appeared  that  full 
agreement  had  been  reached  by  the  individual  owners  and  that  a  scheme  would 
be  forthcoming  for  presentation  to  the  Committee  early  in  1969. 

Additional  properties  were  purchased  by  the  Council  in  the  Poplar 
Square,  Prospect  Square,  Farsley,  area  and  the  department  was  made  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  improvement  and  repair  of  these  properties.  This  is  a  contin- 
uance  of  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee  to  repair  and  improve  blocks  of 
suitable  properties  for  occupation  by  elderly  people.  Such  work  has  proved  to 
be  well  worth  while  as  it  provides  a  unit  of  accommodation  at  a  comparatively 
low  rental.  When  the  Poplar  Square,  Prospect  Square  programme  is  completed 
not  only  will  the  individual  dwellinghouses  be  brought  up  to  a  good  standard 
but  the  environment  will  be  improved  by  the  provision  of  lawns,  gardens  and  dry 


Good  progress  was  made  in  the  establishment  of  Improvement  Area  No.1 
at  Farsley  and  referred  to  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

Some  33  unfit  dwellinghouses  were  brou^it  forward  into  the  Clearance 
Programme  for  the  year  and  all  owners  of  substandard  property  in  the  area  were 
approached  to  cany  out  repairs  and  improvements  on  a  voluntary  basis,  by  means 
ol  grants.  In  addition  the  Borough  Surveyor  was  preparing  proposals  for  the 
environmental  improvement  oof  the  area. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  protection  of  the  public  against  illness  or  disease  caused  by  un¬ 
sound  or  infected  food  is  an  important  responsibility  of  the  department.  In 
this  connection  the  maintenance  of  regular  routine  inspection  of  food  premises 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  statistics  all  food 
premises  were  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the  year. 


Several  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  by  householders  in  regard 
to  the  purchase  of  unsound  food  and  every  complaint  was  thoroughly  investigated 
and  reported  to  the  Committee.  Several  successful  prosecutions  were  instituted 
and  in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  warning  letters  were  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk 
to  the  vendors  of  the  food. 


Regular  sanpling  of  nilk  for  bacteriological  examination  was  carried 
out  and  where  samples  were  unsatisfactory  a  follow  up  investigation  was  carried 

OUT;  • 

The  incidence  of  Brucellosis  in  raw  milk  has  been  referred  to  in  previous 
reports  and  although  the  position  is  not  serious  in  this  area  there  is  eviaeace 
to  show  that  more  stringent  antion  should  be  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  control  this  disease  in  daily  herds.  It  will  be 

appreciated  that  the  major  portion  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  borough  is  Pasteur¬ 
ised  and  therefore  not  affected. 


Routine  sampling  of  Ice  Cream  both  from  hawkers  and  from  shops  showed 
the  quality  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory.  Only  one  person  is  registered  for 
the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream.  By  far  the  major  portion  of  Ice  Cream  sold  in 
the  borough  is  produced  by  the  larger  manufacturers  where  hygiene  is  main¬ 
tained  at  a  high  level. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL 

By  the  end.  of  the  year  the  new  Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  Depot  and 
Ancilliary  Buildings  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  constriction.  It  _s 
expected  that  the  depot  and  ancilliary  buildings  will  be  in  use  early  in 
y  y  and  tha&  the  disposal  plant  will  be  operational  from  August  1 969 . 

The  Committee  took  the  opportunity,  in  November,  of  seeing  a  similar 

+w  +  operation  at  Barrow-on-Soar,  near  Leicester,  and  it  is  obvious 

tnat  the  Pudsey  plant  has  a  great  potential  in  regard  tc  salvage  recovery, 
great  advantage  to  the  department  will  be  the  provision  of  a  fully  equipped 

epair  shop  where  vehicles  can  be  given  regular  maintenance  and  minor  repairs 
can  be  carried  out  expeditiously. 
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A  now  Karrier  refuse  collection  vehicle  (25  cu. yds. capacity)  was 
delivered  in  March.  This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  mechanical  lifting 
device  for  use  in  connection  with  bulk  containers.  The  special  equipment 
on  the  vehicle  was  ordered  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Housing 
Committee  in  connection  with  refuse  storage  and  collection  from  the  multi¬ 
storey  flats  in  Farsley.  As  the  containers  hold  the  equivalent  of  12  to  14 
dustbins  it  was  possible  to  offer  a  container  service  to  the  larger  firms  in 
the  borough  and  also  to  operate  this  service  in  connection  with  the  Market 
Place  (Waver  Green) ,  public  buildings  and  schools  in  the  area.  A  supply 
of  bulk  containers  was  purchased  and  offered  for  sale  or  for  hire  for  this 
purpose. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  the  refuse 
disposal  site  at  Uppermoor  Quarries,  Greenside,  was  made  available  to  the 
public  for  the  disposal  of  unwanted  and  bulky  refuse  every  weekday  and  Sat¬ 
urday  morning  and  full  publicity  was  given  to  these  arrangements.  Unfort¬ 
unately  the  general  public  did  not  make  use  of  the  facilities  which  were 
made  available  to  them  and  as  a  result  it  was  decided  to  open  the  tip  on 
one  Saturday  morning  in  the  month.  It  would  seem  that  despite  exhortations 
and  publicity  that  the  general  public  are  not  prepared  to  take  advantage 
of  facihties  which  were  made  available  to  them  but  prefer  to  dump  rubbish 
on  any  spare  land  they  can  find  near  tc  their  own  residence.  When  the  Cor¬ 
poration  do  everything  in  their  power  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the 
borough  it  is  disappointing  to  find  that  appeals  to  the  public  give  such 
negative  results. 

The  pilot  scheme  in  the  Kent,  Acres  Hall  and  Troydale  area,  where  bin 
liners  and  wall  mounted  plastic  refuse  containers  are  in  use,  has  satisfied 
me  that  this  scheme  is  well  worthy  of  extension  and  is  suitable  for  the  whole 
of  the  borough.  Although  the  cost  of  providing  plastic  containers  is  relatively 
high,  this,  in  my  view,  is  outweighed  by  improved  hygiene.,  reduction  in 
fatigue  to  the  workmen  and  the  increase  in  productivity  of  the  men  engaged 
on  this  work,  resulting  in  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  staff  engaged  on 
refuse  collection.  As  I  have  said  before  in  other  reports,  the  work  of  a 
dustman  is  heavy  and  demanding  and  this,  coupled  with  the  comparatively  low 
wage  structure,  makes  for  difficulties  in  securing  satisfactory  labour.  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  that  local  authorities  should  employ  all  modem  and 
reasonable  methods  to  reduce  the  labour  factor. 

A  local  fiun  was  authorised  to  remove  quarry  bearings  and  stone  from 
land  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site  at  Uppermoor  Quarries.  This  work  caused  some 
difficulties  during  the  tipping  of  crude  refuse,  but  the  income  derived  from 
this  arrangement  counter-weighed  its  disadvantages .  Furthermore,  additional 
space  was  provided  for  tipping  purposes. 

As  previously  stated,  it  was  difficult  to  recruit,  and  keep  sta.ff  for 
refuse  collection  work.  This  can  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  6 4  men  were  employed 
during  the  year  with  an  establishment  of  39  men.  The  figures  for  sickness  and 
absenteeism  were  rather  high,  i.e.  645  working  days  lost  during  the  year  and 
this  situation  provided  many  labour  problems  which  the  Genera,!  Foreman  had 
to  contend  with.  Many  of  the  workmen  were  reluctqnt  to  work  overtime  when 
requested,  and  in  my  view  the  Genera].  Foreman  did  a  remarkably  good  job  of 
work  in  maintaining  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout  most  of  the 
year.  Issues  were  made  to  the  workmen  of  donkey  jackets,  overalls  and 
protective  gloves. 

The  department  operated  a  special  service  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  furniture  and  bulky  items.  This  operated  on  Saturday  mornings 
and  was  well  used  and  appreciated. 

A  special  report  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  in  March  on  the  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposed  of  trade  refuse.  This  report  showed  that  a  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  was  made  from  1,493  bins  from  premises  including  schools,  offices, 
public  houses  and  public  buildings,  canteens,  churches  and  chapels  and  trade 
premises.  Of  the  number  of  bins  emptied  it  was  only  possible  to  charge  for 
some  187  bins.  The  cost  of  the  service  in  the  financial  year  1 967/8  was 
£3 , 500  and  the  income  was  £250. 
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CONTROL  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  the  drive  continued  to  rid  the  borough  of  pullution 
caused  by  the  burning  of  raw  coal.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  confirmed  the  Calverley  and  Sunnybank  Smoke  Control  Order  Nc.7„ 
This  consisted  of  an  area  of  697  acres  with  924  private  houses,  1 43  Council 
houses  and  19  other  premised.  The  work  in  this  connection  will  be  carried 
out  at  a  maximum  cost  of  £43,395.  The  Health  Committee  maximum  contribu¬ 
tion  to  this  cost  will  be  £13.018.  This  Order  will  come  into  operation  on 
1st  July  1969. 

The  Rodley  and  Farsloy  East  Smoke  Control  Order  No. 8,  1968,  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry.  This  is  an  area  of  325  acres  containing  66 2  private 
dwellings,  13  Council  owned  dwellings,  73  commercial  properties  qnd  26 
others.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  conversions  in  this  area  is 
£16,995,  the  Health  Committee  contribution  being  estinated  at  £5,099.  The 
date  when  the  Order  comes  into  operation  is  1st  October  1969* 

The  Woodhall  Park  and  Calverley  North  Smoke  Control  Order  No 06,1967, 
came  into  operation  on  1st  July.  The  Health  Committee  contribution  towards 
the  costs  of  the  necessary  conversions  was  £11,838  against  the  original 
estimate  of  £25,878.  It  vrill  seem  that  the  actual  costs  of  sm-.be  control 
conversions  was  much  lower  than  the  estimated  costs,  due  to  the  fact  that 
when  individual  inspections  of  premises  were  carried  out  it  was  shown  that 
many  householders  had  already  converted  their  appliance  and  were  not 
entitled  to  grants. 

Daily  measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution,  i.e.  suspended  solids 
and  sulphur  dioxide  were  taken  throughout  the  year  at  the  four  measurement 
stations  in  the  borough,  these  being  situated  at  Calverley,  Farsle;/  ,  Stann-- 
ingley  and  Pudsey.  The  information  received  from  measurements  clearly  shows 
the  remarkable  advance  towards  clean  air  in  the  borough  as  a  result  of  the 
Corporation’s  determination  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956.  Whereas  in  1961  the  December  figures  for  suspended  solids  in  the 
atmosphere  was  520  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  the  figures  for  December 
1968  were  1 66 'aioro grammes  per  cubic  metre.  Similarly  in  I96I  the  maximum 
pollution  in  any  month  in  regard  to  sulphur  dioxide  was  510  micro grammes  per 
cubic  metre  (December).  In  the  same  period,  i.e.  December  1969,  the  pollution 
had  dramatically  dropped  to  270  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre.  I  would  add 
that  local  industry  and  British  Rail  have  played  significant  parts  in  this 
remarkable  achievement. 

I  served  as  your  representative  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  West 
Riding  Clean  A£r  Advisory  Council  and  also  on  the  Executive  Committee  ox 
the  Yorkshire  Division  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air. 

OTHER  MATTERS 

A  regular  routine  was  established  in  the  maintenance  and  cleansing 
of  public  conveniences  in  the  borough. 

An  additional  block  of  conveniences  was  put  into  use  in  Andrew  Square, 
Farsley,  and  negotiations  were  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  block  of  conveniences  in  the  Bradford  Road  area, 
hear  Pudsey  Lane  End. 

I  am  still  very  disturbed  at  the  wanton  damage  which  occurred  through¬ 
out  the  year  to  the  public  conveniences.  Despite  every  effort  to  make 
them  vandal  proof,  vandalism  occurred  at  one  or  other  of  trie  conveniences 
almost  every  week.  It  is  difficult  to  know  what  satisfaction  is  obtained 
in  this  deplorable  practice. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  swimming  baths  water  (inlet  and  outlet)  at 
the  public  baths  was  carried  oufe;  and  the  results  indicate  the  good  measure 
of  control  exercised  by  the  Ba/ths  Manager. 
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Although  not  yet  a  serious  problem,  there  was  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  vehicles  left  abandoned,  both  on  the  public  highway,  and 
on  private  land.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  West  Yorkshire  Police 
Authority  and  the  Taxation  Office  a  scheme  was  evolved  for  dealing  with 
this  problem  expeditiously.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Cleansing, Bradford,  all  vehicles  were  removed  from  their  site  as 
soon  as  possible  after  all  enquiries  had  been  made  and  transferred  to  the 
Odsal  Tip  of  Bradford  Corporation. 

An  interesting  case  in  which  the  department  was  involved  showed  the 
value  of  the  co-operation  existing  between  local  authorities  in  public 
health  matters.  Information  was  received  from  another  local  authority  to 
the  effect  that  a  consignment  of  terrapins  imported  to  a  south  country 
port  were  infected  with  Salmonella  organisms.  Enquiries  revealed  that  a 
local  school  had  purchased  some  of  this  consignment  and  samples  of  the 
water  from  the  tank  used  for  containing  these  animals  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  result  of  the  examination  showed  the 
presence  of ^almonells  organisms  and  the  terrapins  were  subsequently 
destroyed.  Had  this  preventive  action  not  been  taken  serious  results 
could  have  ensued. 

Routine  inspections  of  offices  and  shops  were  carried  out  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, ’1963.  On  the 
whole  standards  in  this  area  are  reasonably  good  and  inspections  revealed 
only  minor  contraventions.  However,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  reports  of 
accidents  at  these  premises  are  not  being  forwarded  to  this  authority  by 
many  firms,  thus  preventing  a  full  investigation  into  the  cause  of  such 
accidents. 

Finally,  I  would  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  immedia,te  colleagues 
in  local  government  for  their  help  and  consideration  during  the  year.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Construction  of  the  capital  sludge  heat  treatment  and  pressing 
plant  at  Houghside  Works  commenced  in  August  1968,  and  is  expected  to 
be  completed  and  in  operation  in  the  early  summer  of  1969.  The  plant 
is  eventually  intended  to  treat  the  sludge  from  both  Houghside  and 
Sraalewell  Works  and  will  result  in  the  production  of  a  dry  sterile 
liquor,  The  process  also  results  in  the  production  of  a  strong  waste 
liquor  which  requires  treatment.  "Floe or"  plant  for  the  treatment  of 
the  liquor  in  admixture  with  a  proportion  of  sewage  was  commenced  in 
August  and  completed  in  1968  and  has  been  in  experimental  operation  since 
then.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Divisional  area  are 
made  by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient's  own  doctor,  to  the 
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Wharfedale  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation  is  booked 
in  one  or  other  of  the  following  General  Practitioner  Maternity  Units 
according  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient :- 

Pour  Gables  Maternity  Home  . .  . .  20  beds 
The  General  Hospital,  Otley  .«  ..  11  beds 
St.  Winifred's  Maternity  Home  ..  ..  14  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient's 
own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 


Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from 
the  Maternity  Units  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley 
Hospital  Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow-up  by  the  midwife,  or 
health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 


4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service 
ante-natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante— natal  clinics  of 
local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practitioners 
are  providing  ante— natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the 
Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  more 
women  are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to  receive 
priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council's  Scheme  at  the  County 
Dentd.  Clinic  at  Pudsey,  Horsforth,  Guiseley,  Otley,  Ilkley,  or  from  their  own 
dentist.  The  services  of  a  private  Cental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be 
utilised  under  the  scheme  when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend 
a  County  Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme,  all  treatment,  including  the  provision 
of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the 
County  Scheme  extends  up  to  twelve  months  after  confinement. 

With  effect  from  the  15th  May,  1961,  the  N.H.S.  Dental  Service  undertook 
provision  of  free  dentures  to  the  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  thus  providing  a 
service  identical  with  the  County  Scheme.  This  causes  a  substantial  reduction 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  dental  treatment  through  the  Clinic  Service. 
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INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES  -  1968 
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Premature  Infants 


Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature  babies  at  home  is 
stationed  at  the  Pudsey  (Westroyd,  Farsley)  Ambulance  Depot  and  Menston  (Buckle 
Lane)  Ambulance  Depot,  from  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  a  home  at  any  time  day 
or  night,  at  the  request  of  a  doctor  or  midwife. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the  birth 
weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5^  lbs.  or  less,  the  infant 
is  considered  to  be  premature. 

There  were  101  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the  year,  of  which 
86  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a  survival  rate  of  85%  for  the  Division 
compared  with  89%  in  1967.

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children 
who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give  any  necessary  help 
and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists  between  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  mny  be 
concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these  cases 
frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within  prescribed 
limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  established  for  their  care 
by  voluntary  bodies  or  other  authorities,  as  the  authority  itself  has  no 
such  provision.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with  the 
welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although 
this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now  also 
concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  advi.ser,  with  the  promotion  of 
health  within  the  whole  family.  This  extension  of  her  work  is  reflected 
in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division  for 
health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training  arranged 
jointly  by  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the  University  of  Leeds,  for  the 
Health  Visitors’  Certificate.

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HOME  NURSING 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  be  very 
heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed 
at  home  and  by  making  possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients  from 
hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital 
accommodation. 


The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  1866. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  home  nurses  by 
general  pr3Ctitionrs  for  the  giving  of  injections  is  still  considerable 
and  visits  made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only  continues  at  a  very 
high  level. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general  practi¬ 
tioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 


Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan  to 
patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equipment, 
such  as  wheelchairs,  etc.  are  stored  in  the  Divisions  and  are  available 
for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Che  3t  Physicians  and 
the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  bet  /een  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the  Chest  Physicians  employed 
full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain 
specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of 
tuberculosis.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 


Provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  aim  at  enabling 
mentally  disordered  persons  to  be  as  far  as  possible  integrated  with 
the  community  and  yet  continue  to  receive  treatment  arid  care.  In  certain 
parts  of  the  West  Riding  there  are  hostels  for  subnormal  children  and 
adults  -  persons  who  cannot  for  a  variety  of  reasons  be  cared  for  in  a 
domiciliary  environment.  Hostels  for  mentally  ill  persons  are  also  in 
operation. 


A  considerable  number  of  persons  receive  treatment  at  out¬ 
patients'  clinics  and  many  more  on  a  day-hospital  basis,  severance  from 
the  family  and  social  environment  thus  being  avoided  and  so  in  itself  a 
contributory  factor  in  treatment.  The  severely  ill  patient  is  generally 
admitted  to  an  acute  treatment  unit  the  aim  of  which  is  to  carry  out  in¬ 
tensive  therapy  with  the  object  of  effecting  early  return  to  the  community. 
Experience  shows  that  the  stay  in  such  a  unit  can  be  a  matter  of  a  few 
weeks. 


The  Mental  Health  Services  offer  pre-care  and  after-care  service, 
provided  through  mental  welfare  officers  and  greatly  assist  liaison  betweei 
general  practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists.  Social  conditions 
which  often  have  a  bearing  on  a  patient's  illness  can  be  relieved  by  help 
and  advice  from  a  mental  welfare  officer,  and  such  activity  occasionally 
averts  more  serious  mental  disturbance.  These  officers  consult  daily 
with  housing  managers,  probation  officers,  health  visitors  and  so  on,  and 
assist  in  ensuring  that  available  services  are  engaged  to  alleviate  adverse 
social  aspects  of  a  patient's  case. 


JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  1968 

The  numbers  attending  this  centre  have  fluctuated  somewhat  during 
the  year  rising  as  high  as  26,  although  the  registrations  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  year  were  respectively  22  and  23. 

There  have  been  two  admissions  to  Rudolf  Steiner  School,  one  to 
hospital,  one  death,  three  transfers  to  the  Comprehensive  Centre  and  eight 
admissions  of  which  four  were  informal. 

This  centre  has  the  initial  problem  of  adjusting  the  child  to 
community  life  and  in  this  the  apprehensions  of  over-protective  parent? 
sometimes  require  to  be  smoothed  away.  The  child  often  progresses  more 
satisfactorily  than  the  parent  towards  an  appreciation  of  what  life  has 
to  offer  at  a  training  centre.  Once  converted,  the  more  reluctant  pare", 
often  becomes  a  strong  supporter  of  what  we  are  attempting  to  do  for  t3  ■ 
child. 


Admission  at  the  fifth  year,  being  normally  the  case,  mecins 
that  much  in  the  way  of  deviation  in  social,  habits  requires  to  be  undone 
before  there  is  either  time  or  opportunity  to  train  the  child  in  ways 
best  suited  to  life  in  the  wider  community.  Thus  we  frequently  find  the 
entire  staff  involved  for  most  of  their  time  in  dealing  with  the  toilet 
requirements  of  incontinent  children.  This  is  admittedly  part  of  rhe 

education  process  but  it  often  assumes  such  propoi lions  as  to  inhibit 
progress  in  other  directions.  In  its  simplest  terms  this  is  a  staffing 
problem. 


This  centre  joins  with  the  Junior  Wing  of  the  Comprehensive 
Centre  for  additional  activities  and  notable  among  these  was  the  week 
spent  at  Pengwern  Hall  for  residential  training  in  May. 

A  full  round  of  festival  and  social  activities  has  been 
observed  as  in  former  years. 
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COMPREHENSIVE  TRAINING  CENTRE  1968 


This  centre  began  the  year  with  68  on  register  and  at  the  year's 
end  this  number,  after  several  fluctuations,  had  risen  to  73.  There  was 
an  average  attendance  of  slightly  over  91%.  The  special  care  extension 
projected  in  my  previous  report  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  at  that  time  the  six  severely  handicapped  cases  wc-re  still 
being  -cared  for  in  improvised  accommodation  in  the  staff  room. 

The  adult  male  wing  remained  at  full  capacity  and  continued 
its  variety  of  industrial,  work  with  undiminished  activity.  The  two 
young  men  who  found  outside  employment  in  1967  were  unfortunately  the 
victims  of  selective  employment  tax.  One  returned  to  the  centre,  the 
other  was  retrained  by  Remploy  and  now  enjoys  a  good  standard  of  living 
by  his  own  efforts. 

Arrangements  by  the  district  Round  Table  to  provide  a  swimming 
pool  were  pressed  further  and  the  scheme  should  take  practical  shape  in 
1969. 


Continued  interest  from  outside  was  indicated  by  visits  from 
schools,  colleges  and  social  workers  from  abroad. 

The  centre  was  not  without  staffing  difficulties  during  the 
year  especially  in  the  kitchen,  but  resolution  of  this  problem  /as  in 
sight  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Staffing  requirements  for  training  purposes  are  not  to  be 
gauged  merely  by  the  numbers  on  the  register,  neither  is  the  standard 
of  training  to  be  measured  only  by  the  qualities  of  the  teacher,  who  can 
find  herself  fully  extended  by  the  demands  of  a  few  very  difficult 
cases.  Whilst  admitting  this  as  a  natural  hazard  of  the  work  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  it  can  reach  unnatural  proportions  in  the  face  of  a 
teacher's  human  capacity.  If  they  do  no  more,  these  remarks  can  at 
least  pay  tribute  to  the  achievement  of  staff  dealing  with  a  problem 
having  potential  dimensions  and  qualities  which  in  the  nature  of  things 
must  remain  unknown  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  centre  enjoyed  a  full  round  of  activities  during  the 
year  both  within  the  centre  and  externally.

The  County  Council's  byelaws  require  that  where  a 
child  of  compulsory  school  age  is  employed  there  shall  within  fourteen 
days  from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and  endorsed 
by  the  employer  a  certificate  from  'the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such 
employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development, 
and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education. 
61  children  were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 

Thirty  one  children  were  als  examined  as  to  their 
fitness  to  take  part  in  entertainment  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
